Stickler girl replied that she was not 
afraid of the revolver, as there was 
nothing in it, and to prove her as­ 
sertion placed the gun 
against her 
breast and pulled the trigger. 
Seeing that Lilly was shot Miss 
Small ran to the home of Henry Pe­ 
ters. three-fourth of a mile distant;, 
for help When they got hack to the 
Stickler home the girl was dead. 
The parents of the girl were Tailed

After the had taken an 
agricultural course at Purdue, Maple 
came to California and settled about 
twenty-five miles from Los Angeles. 
With a few hundred dollars from the 
$7,000 that he brought from Indiana,1 
Maple bought ju t interest in a nurs­ 
ery. Ile worked with the young trees 
for nine months, making himself fa ­ 
miliar witli the citrus fruit business, 
intending to develop a citrus orchard. 
Later, wdth some 
friends, Maple 
bought a five-acre-tract of land, and 
with his own hands 
Maple 
cleared 
this patch and 
set out his 
citrus 
trees. 
In his property lie 
invested 
about $3,000, tile greatest 
expense 
being to gel his water supply. 
In 
eighteen months lie got an offer of 
$.),.)00 for his investment and he ac­ 
cepted the offer. 
Then he bought 17 
acres at $31CF an acre. After he had 
built a home, paid for his water and 
stock and set out his trees his total 
investment, exclusive of his own la­ 
bor, was $10,000. For two years he 
watched the young treesgrowr. 
His 
Jiving 
expenses 
in 
that 
period 
amounted to $1,900. 
When he sold 
out for $20,000 in the fall of 1910, 
his capital in four years had grown 
from $7,000 to $18,000. 
Then Maple went into real estate 
right. 
He bought thirty acres just 
outside The city limits and within a 
quarter of a mile of the Los Angeles 
car line. Ile paid $.300 an acre, one- 
third cash with a mortgage of $10.- 
000. 
It cost him $2,000 to instal a 
water 
distributing 
system of con­ 
crete pipes. 
The trees made neces­ 
sary an outlay of $2,500 additional 
and an automobile reduced his capi­ 
tal by 
another 
JI,500. 
A 
year’s 
growth of the citrus trees made the 
thirty acres worth $25,000. 
In the meantime he started a wal­ 
nut 
seed 
bed 
transplanting and 
grafting the young plants early last 
spring. 
On a portion of the orchard 
between the citrus runs forty thous­ 
and young walnut trees are growing. 
When they are ready for the market 
they will have cost Maple about 20 
cents each. 
If the market for wal­ 
nut trees 
continues 
strong, 
that 
nursery will pay all of Maple’s living 
expenses, the interest on the mort­ 
gage and the entire cost of bringing 
the citrus orchard into bearing. Con­ 
sequently it may be 
estimated the 
$ * .000 that Maple brought out here 
as the share of his Indiana estate, 
has grown into $25,000 and a motor 
car.

Smooth Agent Worked This City and 


Many People Got ‘ Stung” on 


Worthless Article. 


An epidemic of 
cholera 
among 
hogs has struck Rush county with 
the result that several hundreds of 
dollars have been lost by farmers in 
the last few days. The epidemic is 
said to be general in all parts of the 
county and many farmers in every 
direction are complaining of the loss 
of valuable porkers. 
Cholera is kil­ 
ling the porkers in great 
numbers 
and a number of farmers say they 
are losing as many as eight and ten 
hogs in a single day. 
That cholera is more prevalent at 
the present time than It has been in 
years, is plainly evident by the rush 
season which the veterinary surgeons 
of this and surrounding cities are ex­ 
periencing. 
In a few instances 
farmers are 
trying to save their hogs by vaccina­ 
ting them, but there is a scarcity of 
serum at this time and they are find­ 
ing it very expensive. 
The serum 
which is used in vaccinating hogs is 
manufactured in three 
States only, 
and at present these establishments 
have all they can do to supply the de­ 
mand in th^ir own states. 
The epidemic has 
caused 
many 
farmers in all parts of the county to 
rush their hogs to market. 
Greater 
numbers of porkers have been mar­ 
keted iii Rushville the last ten days 
than in a long time. This has caused 
a slight decline in the market price 
Stock buyers and packing house men 
say that the cholera epidemic has re­ 
sulted in more than a thousand hogs 
[being sold by farmers in the last few 
days which otherwise would not have 
been sold before Christmas. 
The epidemic is said to be one of 
the worst this section of the state 
has known in several years and the 
farmers will be heavy losers as a re­ 
sult. 
Many farmers south of Rush­ 
ville are treating them for cholera. 
The heaviest loss has been reported 
from this quarter. 
Several farmers 
believe that they have cheeked the, 
spread of the disease on their farms*

Tho Connecticut Must Give Place to 
the Wyoming. 
Probably within a year the battle­ 
ship Connecticut, America’s most fa­ 
mous flagship, will surrender the ban­ 
ner of Rear Admiral Hugo Ostcrhaus, 
commander in chief of the Atlantic 
fleet, to the Dreadnought Wyoming, 
now nearing completion, which has 
been sehxded for the signal distinction 
of being flagship of the navy's real 
force. 
The Connecticut was the flag­ 
ship of the fleet on the famous cruise 
around the world. 
From its deck Ad­ 
miral Evans and later Rear Admiral 
Sperry directed the course of the bat­ 
tleships In the unprecedented voyage. 
Because of this honor, much senti­ 
ment surrounds the Connecticut, and 
it is with reluctance that the naval of­ 
ficials have decided to displace It as 
the flagship of the battleship fleet. As 
the Wyoming will have a displacement 
of 26,000 tons, or 10,000 tons greater 
than that of the Connecticut, the sec­ 
retary of the navy has concluded that 
the latter will be so far outclassed that 
it must give way. 
While the Dela­ 
ware,-North Dakota, Utah and Florida 
all are larger than the Connecticut, the 
difference is not sufficient to cause a 
change in the flagship. The Wyoming 
and its twin, the Arkansas, will be the 
greatest vessels afloat. 
According to the present schedule, 
the Wyoming will be finished July 2, 
1912, and the Arkansas April IO of 
that year. 
They will be commanded 
and ready for active service a few 
months later.

This line eroded Main street 
on the south line of the late John 
Carmichaels residence. 
The old Carmichael mill was built 
iii the early forties by a stock com­ 
pany as I well know, as my father 
and others that I knew was stock­ 
holders.

my old friend Jeff Carr, he stated it 
was built by his father. I think very 
probable that Uncle Harvey superin­ 
tended the erection and ran it for 
some time for the company.

The mill 
race was dug out by the Carmichaels 
soon after they became the owners, 
which I think was in 1847 or 8.

Vaccination against typhoid fever 
has been made compulsory for every 
officer and enlisted man in the United 
States army under forty-fire years of 
age. 
The only exceptions allowed bj 
the war department’s order in the mat­ 
ter are those who have had the disease 
or who have already been vaccinated. 
This action was taken by the secre­ 
tary of war on recommendation of 
Surgeon General George II. Tornoy. 
The army physicians are enthusiastic 
over the effh acy of the anti-typhoid in- 
I Oculation. 
They point to the splen­ 
did health record of the maneuver di­ 
vision at San Antonio, Tex., every

against the disease, which is regarded 
as one of the greatest scourges of ar­ 
mies. 
For several months every re­ 
cruit received into the army bas been 
inoculated with virus. 


Thousands Must Submit. 
Estimates compiled at the war de­ 
partment show that up to the present 
time about 17,000 inoculations for ty­ 
phoid have been made. Of the troops 
who w ere sept to the Mexican frontier 
nearly 12.000 had been inoculated. The 
total strength of the army at present 
Is 70,000. so there will be plenty of 
work for the surgeons of the army to 
perform before each soldier has under­ 
gone treatment 
Tim “typhoid prophylactic,” as it is 
called, lins been prepared by Major 
Russet! of the medical corps, station­ 
ed at the army medical school in 
Washington, j|pd it will be distributed 
to the various forts and posts through­ 
out the country.

DIES SUDDENLY 


Proprietor of New York World 


Has Hear! Attack. 


JOSEPH PULITZER 


Editor of New York World 


Dies on Board His Yacht. 


SUCCUMBS IN A FEW HOURS 


Preceded by an Attack of Acute Indi­ 
gestion, Noted Editor Was Taken 


With an Attack of Heart Trouble 


Which Could 
Not Be Overcome— 
Death Came While He Was Cruising 


in His Private Yacht. 


New York, Oct. 30.—Sunday after­ 
noon at 1:40, Joseph Pulitzer, editor 
and 
proprietor 
of 
the 
New 
York 
World and the St. Louis Post Dispatch, 
died on board his yacht Liberty in the 
harbor of Charleston, S. C. 
He had 
been ill only about forty-eight hour ;, 
and until just bv fore he died it was 
believed the illness was only a sib- t 
Indisposition. 
Death was caused I 
heart trouble, caused, it is believed, 
by an attack of acute indigestion. .Mrs. 
Pulitzer was 
summoned from 
New 
York and left for Charleston in a pri­ 
vate car. 
She reached her husband’s 
bedside half an hour before he died. 
Mr. Pulitzer was sixty-four years 
old. 
He had been in his usual health 
up to the time of the brief illness pre­ 
ceding his death. 
L ast W ednesday he 
left New- York on his yacht for a short 
cruise to the south, intending to be 
back in New- York for election day. 
He was accompanied by his youngest 
son H erbert, a lad of about fourteen 
years, who long had been his father’s 
almost 
constant 
companion. 
W hen Mr. Pulitzer became ill the 
yacht was turned toward Charleston 
to obtain medical aid. 
On its arrival 
in Charleston Mrs. Pulitzer was noti­ 
fied. 
She has been called to her hus­ 
band several times before when he 
had 
suffered 
minor 
illnesses 
while 
away from home, and nothing in the 
present instance led either Mrs. Pulit­ 
zer or those who had summoned her to 
believe th at the illness would prove 
serious. 
Telegram s received at the World 
office from Mrs. Pulitzer stated that 
she would leave Charleston for New 
York with the body today. 
Ralph 
Pulitzer, the oldest son, who was in 
New York, left last night to m eet his 
mother, 
Joseph Pulitzer, jr., another 
son, was in St. Louis when word of 
his father’s death reached him. 
Be­ 
left for New York at once. 
Besides 
the three sons, Mr. Pulitzer leaves 
two daughters, Miss Edith Pulitzer 
and Miss Constance Pulitzer. 
An Interesting Career. 
Mr. Pulitzer’s father was a Hungari­ 
an J e w , his m other a Catholic. 
He 
was born 
at Bud ai test on April IO, 
1847. 
During his childhood in Hun­ 
gary 
he 
received 
some 
instruction 
from a private tutor, which w-as the 
sum total of his schooling. 
Forty- 
seven years ago he landed at Boston, 
a tall, lean immigrant, over six feet 
in height ' od came to New York with 
a 20-franc * • ce as his sole belongings. 
At the Tit 
of his death his wealth is 
esti* : < d as more than $20,000,000. 
I- 
t once joined the federal-arm y 
as - 
‘ ate dragoon in the First New 
York 
;valry and served with the 
army of the Shenandoah until honora­ 
bly discharged at the end of the war 
The youth, still in his ’teens, one day 
in the old French's hotel at Frankfort 
street and Park Row*, got into a scrap 
with a porter in the hotel, from w-hich 
young Pulitzer arose with wrath in his 
heart against M anhattan and every­ 
thing in it, and he started toward St. 
Louis. 
Twenty-two years after that 
hotel porter had kicked him Mr. Pulit­ 
zer was able to write out a check for 
$030,000 to buy the hotel and its con­ 
tents—Old French’s stood on a part 
of the ground now occupied by the 
Pulitzer building—the building w’Meb 
In after years Mr. Pulitzer liked to re­ 
fer to as “my monument.” 
He arrived in St. Louis in February, 
1866, penniless, and first got a job at 
Jefferson barracks, where he took care 
of sixteen arm y mules. For some time 
he was fireman on a river boat run­ 
ning between St. Louis and New Or­ 
leans. 
In I867 he got a job on the 
West fiche Post as a reporter. 
Just 
ten years from the time he got this 
$10 a week job he was able to buy the 
St. Louis Dispatch and combined the 
paper with the Evening Post as the 
Post-Dispatch, which he owned until 
his death. 
The newspaper was suc­ 
cessful and Mr. Pulitzer began to look 
Inward New' York. 
On May IO, 1883, 
he bought the New York World from 
Jay Gould. 
Tam m any rewarded him 
with the nomination for congress from 
the Ninth New York district, and he 
was elected. 
He resigned his seat in 
congress three m onths after his elec­ 
tion, gave his salary to charity and re­ 
turned to his editorial work. 
In 1886 he purchased the Park Row 
property where the Pulitzer building 
now stands. For more t han a scow* of 
years he has been in the building but 
seldom, only about two or three times, 
but there has been no time when he has 
not been in intimate touch with the 
editorial and business department oi 
his papers. 
The building, at one time 
the tallest in the world, W’as not fin 
ished until Pulitzer had become totally 
blind. 
Of late years he has spent 
m ost of his days aboard his yacht, stir 
rounded by a corps of readers and sec 
re taxies, who read the newspapers to 
him carefully and then carried out his 
orders.

London, Oct. SO.—The Daily Tele­ 
g r a p h s dispatches from Rome by cour­ 
ier to the frontier under date of Sun­ 
day, say that the Italians are in a crit­ 
ical position. 
The censored reports 
conceal the truth. 


Constantinople. Oct. 30.—The porte 
apparently is receiving reports from 
the Turkish commander at Tripoli by 
way of Tunis. 
These reports are not 
published, but it is said that they have 
been distinctly encouraging. It is said 
that the Italians are falling back and 
that the Turks are occupying the posi­ 
tion abandoned by the Italians. 
The 
latter are said to have suffered severe 
losses. 
One new spaper goes so far as to say 
that the Turks have reoccupied Trip­ 
oli. The story is that the Turks made 
an attack upon the towns when the 
warships were not present to give 
their support, having been compelled 
to go out to sea because of heavy 
weather. 


Life Sentence For Labor Slugger. 
Chicano, Oct. SO.—Maurice Enright, 
business agent of the United Associa­ 
tion of Blunfbers and leader of a gang 
of labor sluggers who a few months 
ago terrified workmen in the building 
industry, was found guilty of the mur­ 
der of Vincent Altman and was sen­ 
tenced to the penitentiary for life. 
Altman was the leader of a rival gang 
of sluggers and was shot dowm at the 
bar of the Briggs House March 22.

When the National Assembly Indorsed 


the Demands of Rebellious Troops' 
Who Threaten to Attack Pekin, the 


Manchus Were Stricken With Fear 
—The Carse of the Revolutionists 
Said to Be Growing Stronger Daily 


Pekin, Oct. 30.—The situation at 
Nankin is reported to be more uncer­ 
tain. 
The new imperial troops are 
clamoring for ammunition, which the 
viceroy refuses to distributer and they 
refuse to move outside the city. 
Tai 
yanfu is reported to have joined the 
rebels after mutiny of the imperial 
troops. 
Yuan Shih Kai has not yet 
started for the south, and remains in 
Changtoifu. 
His arrival here as prime 
m inister is shortly expected. 
The 
viceroy of Canton has notified ripe gov­ 
ernment that it is impossible to send 
the military contribution demanded. 


London, Oct. 30.—The bombardment 
of Hankow, W uchang and Hanyang is 
expected today, says an undated dis­ 
patch 
from 
Hankow 
via ' Wuhu. 
The foreign settlem ents of Hankow 
are considered as in danger and ac­ 
cordingly the foreign ships have land­ 
ed extra guards of marines and blue­ 
jackets 
Resident volunteers are pa­ 
trolling the streets with machine guns 
ready for action. The Americans have 
been attending to the more seriously 
wounded of the imperialists. 
A dispatch from Pekin gives the 
most serious complexion to the situa 
tion at Lanchow. It is said that 27,000 
soldiers, forming what was designed 
as the-second arm y for the campaign, 
have given the prince regent the op­ 
tion of immediately granting a com­ 
plete constitution or seeing Pekin at­ 
tacked. 
The assembly at a secret ses­ 
sion indorsed the demand for a con- 
stitution and sent a memorial regard­ 
ing it to the throne. 
Thus the politi­ 
cal and military league is working 
toward revolution, though it has prom­ 
ised to uphold the Manchu dynasty if 
the demands be granted. 
The presentation of the memorial to 
the prince regent caused consternation 
at the palace. 
It is reported that 
some of the imperial Manchus will 
urge asking foreign nations to send 
troops to uphold the dynasty. 
The se­ 
cret war council has received a tele­ 
gram from Sa Cheng Ping saying that 
the navy will desert unless there be a 
political reform. 
Four regiments of the Manchu im­ 
perial guard -were sent from the city 
to 
guard 
the 
railway 
approaches. 
Some of the legations have ordered 
the women and children of their re­ 
spective countries to go to the coast. 
Pekin dispatches say that the fighting 
at Hankow, which w*as at first report­ 
ed as an imperialist victory1! was really 
little more than a skirmish in w'hich 
the railway station and some thirty 
unmounted guns w'ere captured.
